And  when  it  comes  to  New  Year's,  we  have 
many  resolutions  to  make.  Some  arc  giounded  in 
the  present,  others  built  into  the  future. 

1  have  both  good  and  bad  news  to  tell  you 
rcganding  KPFK's  recent  fund  drive.  The  bad  is:  for 
the  first  time  in  several  years  and  recent  memory, 
KI'FK  failed  to  reach  its  stated  fund  drive  goal.  The 
target  was  5275,000  but  the  final  tally  came  to 
5259,000.  The  good  news  is  KPFK  will  not  be 
forced  to  make  major  budget  cuts  as  a  consequence  of  the  shortfall.  Not  yet,  anyway. 

We  plan  and  spend  our  budget  prudently  and  have  a  small  (emphasis  on  the 
word  "small")  cushion  against  hard  times. 

In  brief,  the  lack  of  success  can  be  a  teacher  and  I  believe  KPFK  will  approach  its 
next  fund  drive  with  fresh  eyes  and  a  sense  of  new  opportunities. 

Meanwhile,  thank  you  one  and  all  for  your  new  and  continuing  support  of  our 
efforts.  You  make  us  possible  every  day  of  the  year  and  we,  in  tum,  drive  the  mission 
forwand  to  inform,  please  and  provoke  yoa 

Over  the  next  few  months,  we  will  make  progress  in  several  vital  areas  of  station 
improvement  Here's  a  sample: 

1.  Installing  a  new  console  in  KPFK's  Master  Control  Room  This  project  will 
require  at  least  eight  months  of  design  and  building  activities,  plus  system  and  room 
renovation  to  house  the  new  equipment.  The  work  will  cost  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars which  come  from  loans  and  grants  from  Pacifica,  bequests  and  funds  which  can 
be  expanded  only  on  capital  projects. 

2.  Finalizing  our  affirmative  action  plans  for  recruiting,  hiring  and  retaining  peo- 
ple of  color  and  women.  We  already  have  a  good  mix  of  employees  here.  As  one 
staffer  put  the  task,  ifs  a  matter  of  making  sonKthlng  multicultural  into  something 
interculttiraL 

3.  Most  importantly,  we  arc  basily  immersed  in  a  process  in  which  many  ot^ni- 
zations  become  engaged  called  strategic  planning.  It  amounts  to  a  self-willed  oi^ni- 
zational  effort  to  set  goals  and  objectives  by  which  KPFK  can  shape  its  future.  We  will 
do  a  lot  of  information  gathering,  word  processing,  jawboning  and  decision  making 
in  onJer  to  shape  that  future. 

One  important  part  of  the  strategic  planning  process  requires  us  to  look  at  our 
programming  and  our  audience  with  the  goal  of  improving  our  service  to  a  greater 
portion  of  our  audience.  We  will  examine,  probe,  seek  inforrration  and  guidance,  and 
set  goals  in  other  important  areas  too:  fund  raising  and  development,  management, 
and  facilities.
